No. EM\)-EV'b6 . — The Government of Lidia have 
lecentlv taken several measures to alleviate the distress of 
families of Central Government servants who die in service. 
Die existing benefits include a Family Pension Scheme which 
ensures pension for life for the family of a Government ser- 
vant who dies after a year's service. In case the Govern- 
ment servant had put in a service iff at least 7 years prior to 
his death the family pension is doubled, subject to the limit 
of half the last pay drawn, for the first few years. 

2. There also exists a Compassionate Fund of tbo Govern- 
ment of India which is intended for the relief of the families 
of Government servants if they are left in indigent circums- 
tances on account of the premature death of the person upon 
whom they depended for support. The assistance from the 
Fund is, however, restricted to those who have not received 
any other form of death benefits, such as Contributory Pro- 
vident Fund, gratuity, or family pension. Cases occasionally 
do arise where, in spite of the death benefits received 
by the family, the dependents continue to be in indigent cir- 
cumstances or have special needs for which ex-gratki financial 
assistance is necessary. It has accordingly been decided to 
modify the Compassionate Fund Rules. The revised Rules 
are published as Annexurc to this Resolution.

No. 1493-PTD66 — The President hereby makes the follow- 
ing further amendments in the rules relating to Postal Life 
Insurance and Endowment Assurances, namely : — 

In the said rules,— 

1. For the penultimate sentence of rule 36, the following 
sentence shall be substituted, namely : — 

“As soon as the connection of the insured person ceases 
with the Government, he should apply to the Postmaster- 
General for a Premium Receipt Book informing him of the 
name of the office at which the last premium while in Govern- 
ment service was deducted and the Post Office at which he 
desires to pay future premia in cash. A copy of this appli- 
cation should also be endorsed to the Postmaster of the place 
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at which future payments of premia are desired to be made 
in cash. If the Premium Receipt Book is not received by the 
lime the next premium after his quitting Government service 
falls due, he should pay the amount by the due date in cash 
at the selected Post Office producing a certificate from his 
last Disbursing Officer in the form appended at the end of 
this rule.

As many of the schemes relating to inland water transport 
cover more than one State, close coordination between the 
State Governments concerned is essential in order to ensure 
proper planning and execution of these schemes. To achieve

received the Administration Report of the Port of Kandla for 
the year 1964-65. The salient features of the Report are 
reviewed below : — 

( 1 ) Financial Results 


higher receipt figure is partly due to amalgamation of Town- 
ship accounts with the Port Accounts, and partly due to lar- 
ger revenues from Lands and Buildings. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to the Depreciation Fund, Revenue 
Reserve Fund and Capital Account) during the year under 
review was Rs. 82.63 lakhs as against 62.25 lakhs in 1963-64. 
The percentage of working expenses (excluding the amounts 
transferred to the Depreciation Fund, Revenue Reserve Fund 
and Capital Account) to income under the General Account 
was 68 as against 55 in the previous year. The increase in 
expenditure was mainly due to increased expenditure on 
dredging, payment of arrears of water and electricity charges, 
amalgamation of revenue expenditure on township, enhanced 
dearness allowance, payment of interest on Provident Fund 
balances etc, The contribution made to the Depreciation 
Fund, Revenue Reserve Fund and Capital Account were 
Rs. 55.51 lakhs, Rs. 22.50 lakhs and Rs. 40.00 lakhs respec- 
tively, during the year 1964-65. 

(b) Pilotage Account ; The gross income and expenditure 
during 1964-65 was Rs. 3.48 lakhs and Rs. 2.43 lakhs (ex- 
cluding a contribution of Rs. 8,000 to the Depreciation Fund 
in the Pilotage Account), respectively, resulting in a surplus 
of Rs. 1.05 lakhs There was a surplus of Rs. i lakh in 
1963-64, the gross income and expenditure for that year 
being Rs. 2.80 lakhs and Rs. 1.80 lakhs respectively. 

(c) Debt : The outstanding debt of the Port Administration 
at the close of the financial year 1964-65 was Rs. 16.77 
crores due to the Government of India on account of assets 
transferred to the Port Administration and a loan of Rs. 22.00 
lakhs advanced to them to finance their Capital works. This 
also includes an amount of Rs. 26.74 lakhs on account of the 
assets taken over from the former Government of Kutch. 

(2) Traffic 

(a) Trade ; The traffic which passed through the Port of 


Kandla in 1964-65, as compared with that in

The imports during the year under report registered an 
increase of 5.63 lakhs metric tonnes or about 37.8% of the 
imports of the previous year. This increase was mainly due 
to increased imports of foodgrains and machinery- The 
exports in 1964-65 registered a fall of 0.30 lakh metric tonnes 
as compared with the exports in 1963-64 mainly due to less 
traffic in ores, cotton, wool etc, 

(b) Shipping : Excluding sailing vessels, 343 vessels, with a 
gross tonnage of 28.87 lakhs, entered the port during 1964-65 
as against 297 vessels with a gross tonnage of 24.26 lakhs in 
1963-64. 

M.T. “Mount Vernon Victory” of 27,412.64 tons gross. 
224.40 metres length, 31.26 metres beam, 9.69 M. Fore and 
9.75 Metres Aft. draft was the biggest and longest vessel that 
entered the Port during 1964-65. 

S.S. “Columbia” of 14,462.82 tons gross, 174.65 Metres 
length 10.11 M. Fore and 10.11 M. Aft. draft was the 
deepest vessel that entered the Port during 1964-65. 

(3) Labour 

The labour situadon iu the port continued to be satisfac- 
tory during 1964-65. 

1 4) Capital Works 

The construction of a fishing jetty was completed during 
the year under review. The fifth cargo berth adding 1,125 
feet of quayage was completed except for dredging. The 
activities of the soil and water testing laboratory and the 
photographic section continued. On the soil testing side, 
bore holes over the site of construction of 327 quarters at 
Kandla were taken. 

(5) Welfare activities 

The Port Organisation continued to provide their staff with 
various amenities such as housing, consumer cooperative 
stores, educational facilities, clubs, canteens, medical facilities 
etc,, during the year under review. A cooperative credit 
society has also been formed and is functioning successfully. 

(6) The work of development of the Gandhidham town- 
ship progressed satisfactorily during the year.

1. The following will be the terms Of reference of the 
Board :■ — 

(a) to delenninc the categories of employees (manual, 
clerical, supervisory, etc.) who should be brought 
within the scope of the proposed wage fixation; 

(h) to work out a wage structure based on the principles 
of fair wages as set forth in the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Fair Wages; as conditions and problems 
in Tanneries differ substantially from those in leather 
and foot-wear industries, the Board shall take into 
account such differences while making its recom- 
mendations. and if necessary evolve separate Wage 
structures for these two industries. 


Explanation \ In evolving a wage structure, the Board will 
take into account, in addition to the considerations relating to 
fair wages; — 

(i) the needs of Lhe industry in a developing economy 
including the need for maintaining and promoting 
exporta; 

( ii ) the requirements of social justice; 

(iii) the need for adjusting wage differentials in such a 
maimer as to provide incentive to workers for 
advancing their skill;

Explanation ; In applying the system of payment by results, 
ih-.: Board shall keep in view the need for fixing a minimum

5. The Board may consider the demands of labour for the 

grant of interim relief and make recommendations thereon.
